{HE ASSOUAN DAM. 


Pee eneee 
¢RoM AN ENGINEERING CORRESPONDENT). 


Reports of a somew nsational character 
have been published within the last few days 
relative to the safety of the Nile dam at 
Assouan. In one quarter the suggestion was 
put forward that owing to an “alarming scien- 
tific discovery” the dam is in danger, and -in 
another that “‘a possible danger” exists. The 
statements to which we refer are probably dueto 
ap entire misconception of the true meaning of 
a report submitted, on March 11, by Sir Wil 


liam Garstin to the Egyptian Council of 
Ministers Sr William then atated that cit 


cumstances had arisen inducing him to modify 
‘he conclusion that the Assouan dam should 
he raised without delay. The reasons for this 
decision are that before adding to the height 
of the structure it is desirable to adopt:mea- 
sures for protecting the downstréam bed of the 
river from erosion by water flowing through 
the sluices of the dam, and also to consider 
carefully the views expressed in & recent paper 
by Professor Karl Pearson and Mr. I.-W. 
Atcherley on “Some Disregarded Points in. the 
Stability = Masonry Dams.” The authors of 
this pauper are inathematicians whose opinions 
sannot ve lightly dismissed, but we may say 
at onee that no abstract theory can sweep 
away, of ll any way disturb, the solid basis 
‘hat secures the safety of the Assouan dam. 

‘I'o make this point clear we will briefly 
recall the circumstances attending the design 
of tht structure. When Sir William Willcocks, 
as Director-General of Reservoirs, first prepar- 


ed drawings for adam, in 1890, it was intend- 


od that water. should be held up to* the height 
of 30°50 metres above zero of the Assouan 
gauze, the capacity of the proposed reservoir 
heing 85 milliard eubic feet. Similar drawings 
were made ‘in 1894 for the assistance of the 
(tovernment in deciding whether the reservoir 
should be established at Assouan, Kalabsha, 
or Silsila. Both sets-of designs were in accord- 
ance with accepted principles, and provided 
such a tactor of safety as to ensure security. 
Moreover, as pointed out in the accompanying 
report by the Director-General, the profiles 
compared favorably with those of well-known 
European dams, whose stability had been 
establighed by many years of actual use. The 
question of the site was finelly settled by the 
International Commission appointed on the 
recommendation of Sir William Garstin. This 
commission selected Assouan as the most 
suitable position, and approved both the height 
of the dam and the capacity of the reservoir, 
but it was afterwards settled that the former 
should only be carried to the height of 22°50 
metres above zero of the Assouan gauge, with 
a corresponding reduction in the capacity of 
the reservoir to 35 milliard cubic feet. Of the 
three members of the commission, M. Boulé 
was concerned chiefly about the Phile temples, 
Sigaor Torricelli about pressures on the ma- 
sonry, and Sir Benjamin Baker about strains 
arising from expansion and contraction. In 
the end Signor ‘Torricelli prevailed, in the 
sense that the commission decided to limit 
the theoretical toe pressures to about 4°6 
tons per square foot. It is interesting to 
compare this limit with the pressures in repre- 
sentative dams in different parts of the world, 
Thus, the Furens dam, in France, has a 


macimum pressure of 5°48 tons per square | 


foot, the Gileppe dam, in Belgium, 9°14 tons 
per synare foot, the Khamis dam, in Algeria, 
10 tons per square foot, while the Quaker 
Bridge dam in the United States was designed 
for a maximum pressure of 16°6 tons per 
square foot. ‘The comparison shows that, as 
finally proportioned, ‘the Assouan dam’ was 
designed on extremely safe lines, and as 
reduction of préssure always causes the lines 
of resultant pressures to approach the middle 
line of the prefile, the risk of tensile strain is 
propurlvuately averted. The genaral result 
was that whereas the Assouan dam was intend- 
ed to hold up merely 35 milliard cubic feet, it 
was of such proportions that engineers were 
justified in believing the work to be capable 
of impounding 70 milliards by raising the 


. superstructure six metres oe the original 


height. 
‘The reasonable character of this contention 
is demonstrat:d by the consideration that, 


, assuming the masonry had been s0 raised, its 


profile would be fully equal, in point of 
stability, to that of-the Fureis dam, one of the 
safest structures of its class hitherto built. 
Professor Pearson’s commuvication is valu- 
able as a. mathematical essay, and will doubt- 
less prove: helpful to engineers by throwing 
mach needed light upon aspects of m:sonry 
(lam design that have been somewhat obscure 
np to the present, but. it cannot destroy con- 
fidence inthe strength, stability, and endur- 
ance of structures that are proportioned on: 
lines already proved to be perfectly, safe. 
Rankine pointed out years ago that the limit- 
ing pressure for the outside toe of a dam’ should 
be less than that for the inside toe. When the 


maximum pressufe.is on the inside toe, the 


only force operating is vertical pressure, but 
when the maximum occurs on the outside, the 


thrust of the water is also a factor, and the |. 


, pressure is the resultant of the two forces, The 
' effect of a” horizontal component upon the 
vertical resistance of masonry has scarcely been 
investigated up to the present, and this is one 
ot the most important matters discuss¢d in the 


paper eationtll above. Professor. Pearson 
advances the view that the pressure of . water 
behind a dam tends to cause failure by vertical 
fracture near the outer toe, instead of causing 
failure along a horizontal plane.. While we are 
very much inclined to doubt the applicability. of 


the new theory to the Assouan dam, there is good. 


reason for full inquiry. If it should be found, 
after careful mathematical investigation, that 
the theory is so applicable; then’ the question 
will arise as to how far the level of,water held 
up may be increased, ‘without reducing. the 
factor of safety to a value that would be too 
small for an engineering W k upon which the 
prosperity of Ezypt_ ds to so large an 
extent. 

With regard to erosion of the river and 
below the dam, these is no ground for an- 
xiety. The rush of water discharged has 
made holes, in some cages more than 20 feet 
deep, but none of ‘them are nearer than 
about. 45 feet fronf the toe of the dam. Sir 
Benjamin Baker has recently made careful 
examination of the masonry aprons laid ex- 
perimentally in front of the downstream face 
of the dam, with the: result that he-recom- 
mended the extension of the protective work 
from one bank of the Nile to the other. 
Judging by the satisfactory condition of the 
experimental aprons, it seems probuble that. 
no undesirable development will tuke place 
after the completion of the continuous apron. 
Even if the remedy proposed should ultimately 
prove to. be insufficient, it would be easy to 
modify the erosive action of the water by 
the construction of a low weir, something 
like the auxiliary weirs built below the 
Delta Barraga by Sir Hanbury Brown, aud 
thereby to form a water cushion for the pro- 
tection of the river bed. 

Until the masonry apron has been con- 
structed—a work that will occupy about two 
years—nothing® will be done in connexion 
with .the raising of the dam, beyond inquiry 
into the theoretical propositions: that have 
been brought forward by Professor Pearson.
